After entry of this amendment, cUims 69-1 10 are pending in this application, and 
claims 69-105 are under consideration. 

The ^caminer has required restriction of the instant application to one of three 
inventions (Groups I-m) under 35 U.S.C. § 121. In particular, the invention of Group I (claims 
69-105) is drawn to a composition con^sing antibodies; the invention of Groiq> II (claims 106- 
108) is drtKwn to a method ibr detecting amyloid p protein using antibodies; and the invention of 
Group in (claims 109-110) is drawn to a method for reducing or terminating the progression of 
amyloidogenic disease in a patient comprising administering a composition comprising 
antibodies. 

Applicant elects the invention of Groi^ I (claims 69-105) without traverse. 
Applicant reserves the right, under 35 U,S.C. § 120, to pursue the non-elected inventions of 
Groups n and in in separate divisional patent applications. Applicant also reserves the ri^ to 
have the method claims (i.e., the inventions of Groins II and TSJ) rejoined with the product 
claims (le.^ fhi^ invention of Group I). In particular, the Examiner states that "method claims that 
depend fiom or otherwise include all the limitations of the patentable product will be entered as a 
matter of right if the amendment is presented prior to final rejection or allowance."
